Is  such  an  assesssmeut  fair?  Is  it  wise  for 
towns  thus  to  discourage  improvements? 
Is  it  even  justified  by  the  facts? 

A  third  source  of  danger  is  that  arising 
from  a  continuance  of  old  valuations.  Real 
estate  is  proverbially  slow  to  change  in 
price.  Yet  it  does  change,  and  sometimes 
with  marvellous  rapidity.  The  opening  of 
railroads,  the  laying  of  streets,  the  building 
of  pavements  and  sidewalks,  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  gas  and  water,  the  changing  habits 
of  the  people,  continually  depress  or  exalt 
the  value  of  this  most  stable  of  properties. 
Houses  and  lands  must  be  assessed  at  their 
full  and  fair  value;  what  they  are  worth 
nou-,  not  last  year,  or  the  year  before. 

The  dangers  to  be  avoided  iu  a  measure 
suggest  the  remedy.  The-  value  of  land 
must  ba  determined  upon  a  large  scale;  its 
position  in  the  township,  accessibility,  use, 
etc.  There  must  be  noA  assessment 
according  to  ability  to  pay  but  according  to 
Value.  More  than  this,  the  old  idea  of  sixty 
per  cent,  or  fifty  per  cent.,  or  any  other  per 
cent  of  the  cost  price  must  be  done  away 
with  at  once  and  Torever.  It  matters  not 
what  a  place  has  cost.  What  is  it  ivorth, 
not  to  A.  or  B.,/be  owner,  but  to  a  possible 
purchaser?  What  will  it  sell  for  at  private 
9ale,  within  a  reasonaable  time — three 
months  or  six  months?  It  matters  not 
that  your  place  cost  three  thousand  five 
hundred  ($3,500)  dollars.  *  Can  vou  sell  it 
for  fifteen  hundred  ($1.50 1)  dollars?  If 
not,  what  can  you  sell  it  for  within  three 
months — oue  thousand  dollars?  Very  well; 
that  is  its  value.  Upon  such  a  method  our 
towuship  should  be  valued,  guch  an  as¬ 
sessment  can  be  sworn  to  as  a  full  and  fair 
valuation,  whether  it  plfeases  the  wiseacres 
of  our  County  Board  or  not  Let  any 
thoughtful  man  drive  through  the  neighbor¬ 
ing  townships;  then  let  him  examine  the 
figures  prepared  by  their  respective  assess¬ 
ors,  and  ask  himself  whether  Bloomfield  is 
not  payiug  too  much  County  amTBtate  tax. 
Or,  let  -him  huut  up  a  few  individual  tax 
bills  to  satisfy  himself  of  the  same  differ 
enoe  ia  another  way.
